II. Terms of reference 

To review the operation of the Payment of Bonus Act, 1965, and to suggest 
suitable modifications to the scheme outlined therein and, in particular, to make 
recommendations on the following issues:— 


(1) Whether establishments (other than factories) employing less than 20 
workers, may be covered by the Act and if so, upto what limit of 
employment? Should there be a separate formula for payment of 
bonus in these small establishments? 

(ii) Is there a case for raising the minimum .bonus (4 per cent) and if so, 
to what level? 

(ill) Whether the present upper limit on payment of bonus and the system 
of ‘set-on’ and 'set-off' require any alteration and if so, on what lines? 

(iv) Whether the entire bonus payment should be related in some way to 

production/productivity in the undertaking?, 

(v) Whether the present minimum bonus of 4 per cent may continue but a 

provision be made for its being supplemented through suitable schemes 
of production/productiylty? 

(vi) To consider and make recommendations on any connected/ancillary 

matters? 


The Committee shall also make a careful assessment of the likely impact of its 
recommendations on the national economy before finalising them. 

2 The Committee will be known as the BONUS REVIEW COMMITTEE and its 
headquarters will be located at Bombay.
